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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 3 7 CFR 1.114 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely 
paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 3/24/05 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art 
to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set 
forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

1. The fifth species excluded from claim 1 does not appear to belong in the first place. First, it 
appears to correspond to Rl = bond, because of the "methanediyl" part. A dimer would require 
a second carbon, one for the carbon to which R9 is attached, and a second for Rl. 

2. The same is true for the numerous optionally substituted benzyl species which are excluded. 
This again has just a one-carbon linker. 

3. Likewise, claims 3-10 all list 7-optionally substituted benzyl species. These are not provided for 
by claim 1. 

4. All Rl choice must be written as divalent. Thus, e.g. cycloalkyl should be cycloakylene. 
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5. The "heteroaryl C1-C3 alkyl" choice for Rl (third from last) is unclear. Is a) the heteroaryl a 
substituent on an alkylene or b) is the heteroaryl part of the chain itself, i.e. -Heterocyclic-alk- ? 
For whichever choice is made, applicants must show that one of ordinary skill in the art would 
have known that this choice, and not another, was intended. 

Claims 3-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for other choices, does not reasonably provide enablement for 7-optionally 
substituted benzyl species. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which 
it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope 
with these claims. 

The assorted optionally substituted benzyl species have no ascribed utility. Utility is tied to 
Formula 1, and Formula 1 does not permit optionally substituted benzyl. Hence, those species lack 
an ascribed utility.
